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Saints defender

PORTSMOUTH midfielder David 
Norris has described the south 
coast derby with Saints as “win or 
bust.” 

Norris, pictured below, insisted 
defeat is not an option for Michael 
Appleton’s men as they prepared to 
step into battle with the club’s 
deadly rivals. 

The all-action midfielder promised 
he knows exactly what the game 
means to the Pompey faithful, with 
Fratton Park turned into a heaving 
bearpit for the derby game with 
Saints. 

Norris has sensed the anticipation 
building as the countdown to the 
game continued this week. 

It will reach fever pitch come 
kick-off, as Pompey lock horns 
with Saints on their own turf for the 
first time since the 4-1 demolition 
derby win in 2005. 

Norris vowed only a win would do 
for supporters desperate for good 
news following more off the pitch 
problems at their club. 

He said: “It’s pretty 
much win or bust. 

It means that 
much. We can’t 
lose. 

“We won’t be 
able to leave our 
house for a few 
months if we don’t 
win. 

“There’s the excite¬ 
ment of looking forward to such a 
big game. Everyone’s talking about 
it and looking forward to it. 

“It would be a bonus to score, but 
winning is the be all and end all. 

“Training-wise it’s been normal 
this week, but around town it’s 
building up. 

“It’s getting bigger and bigger 
and the fans are looking forward to 
it. 



“We know it’s a massive game for 
them. 

“It’s about the fans. We have to 
win it for them. 

“This is a big occasion. It’s more 
than just a game and three points.” 

Saints go into the clash flying 
high in the Championship table with 
hopes of making it to the Premier 
League this season. 

They’ve tasted defeat in their last 
two games on the road, while 
Pompey have picked up back-to- 
back successes for the first time 
this campaign. 

Norris knows the form book will 
count for nothing, though, as the 
two teams face off. 

He said: “In derbies, especially 
with the history between the two 
teams here, it tends to come down 
to a one off game. 

“They have good players and are 
a good team. 

“They have done magnificently, 
their league position shows that. It’s 
going to be a tough game for us. 

“Everyone has to be on top of 
their game. We can’t carry any pas¬ 
sengers in a game of this magni¬ 
tude. 

“We have to be right up for it. I’m 
sure we will be. 

“We have to train well, be pre¬ 
pared for it and make sure we’re 
focused.”

RUEBEN Agboola recalled his own 
personal clash with Mark Hateley at 
Fratton Park - and STILL believes 
the referee was correct not to award 
a penalty. 

Agboola was playing in Lawrie 
McMeneny’s famous sweeper role 
for the 1984 FA Cup tie and was up 
against Hateley in the Pompey 
attack. 

As Hateley closed in on goal 
Agboola moved quickly to snuff out 
the danger, bringing the striker 
down in the process. 

Most of the ground appealed for a 
penalty but the referee was unmoved 
and Saints went on to secure a 1-0 
win thanks to a late Steve Moran 
goal. 

“I don’t think it was a penalty,” he 
said. “But it’s a tough job being a ref¬ 
eree. 

“I remember when I was playing 
for Everton and a player I was up 
against was virtually through on 
goal. 

“I went to challenge for the ball and 
slid in and wrapped around the ball 
and got it and the guy then fell over. 

“The referee blew his whistle to

give a free kick and I couldn’t believe 
it. To me it was a brilliant tackle. 

“As I got up I started protesting the 
decision and the referee called me 
over and said to me ‘do you know the 
joke about the Englishman, the 
Irishman and the Scotsman?’ 

“They scored and we went on to 
lose 1-0 and after the game Lawrie 
asked me what the referee had said. 

“I told him and said I didn’t under¬ 
stand and he explained - the referee 
had realised he had got the decision 
wrong but couldn’t change it and was 
just having to look as if he was giving 
me a telling off.

“Normally if you bring somebody 
down then you know all about it and I 
didn’t on that occasion.” 

Agboola, who went on to make more 
than 100 appearances for Saints 
before moving to Sunderland, can 
well recall the febrile atmosphere of 
the big day. 

“You remember things like police¬ 
men on the bridges all the way down 
there,” he said. “After the game we 
had to turn the lights off on the bus to 
drive out of the town. 

“At the time we were doing reason¬ 
ably well and we were the favourites 
which meant they didn’t have any¬ 
thing to lose. 

“It was blood and guts and one of 
those sort of ties. Every ball, every 
decision, was fiercely contested. 

“I can still remember the feeling 
when we scored - we all ran the 


whole length of the pitch to cele¬ 
brate.” 

Agboola’s role as a sweeper, in a 
system largely devised by 
McMenemy, was at the time a novel 
one. 

“It started off as a sweeper away 
from home behind the back four and 
then we started playing it at home in 
front of the back four - basically that 
one was to do all the running for 
Bally (Alan Ball),” he recalled. 

“My job was to win the ball and give 
it to him. As the system progressed 
we played it home and away. It was a 
new system and it suited the club 
nicely because of the players we had.” 

Agboola is still a regular visitor to 
St Mary’s and knows all too well what 
the current day Saints stars are in for 
when they step out at Fratton Park. 

He says they must show passion for 


the game, but ignore the barracking 
they will get. 

“In the early days you tend to hear 
the abuse but after a while it just 
becomes a blur,” said Agboola. 

“You can sometimes hear the odd 
word being shouted out but you just 
have to put on an expression that you 
can’t hear anything. 

“You can get carried away and reck¬ 
less when you’re in those sort of 
matches. 

“The last thing you want to do is put 
your team down to ten men. 

“There is a fine balance between 
being competitive and being stupid. 

“Last time we played them at home 
and they beat us there seemed a bit of 
a lack of will. 

“We had our fair share of the early 
periods of the game but when they 
scored three goals in quick succes¬ 
sion it was all over and they took the 
mickey a little bit. 

“It would be nice to see somebody 
try and show a bit of passion - but 
controlled passion. 

“In the first few minutes of the game 
you can go a long way to winning or 
losing it.”

for promotion,” he said. 

“I thought the game was 
quite even, but we came 
away with a 5-2 win, and I 
was fortunate to put the 
ball in the net three times.

Appleton’s

MICHAEL Appleton admitted this week¬ 
end’s derby match with Saints will be 
something of a step into the unknown for 
him. 

The newly appointed Pompey boss, 
pictured below, will get his first taste of 
derby action when the teams square up 
at Fratton Park. 

It’s a unique fixture and is sure to an 
absorbing contest for fans, players and 
managers. 

He said: “There is probably a bit of 
going into the unknown for everyone - 
me included. But I’m aware of the atmos¬ 
phere that can be generated at Fratton 
Park and the players are going into the 
game in good form. 

“They know what we have to do to win 
the game and we’ve been preparing all 
week for it. 

“We will take our plans on to the field 
on Sunday and hopefully it will be 
enough to win the game.” 

He continued: “We know the 
importance of the game. 
“There haven’t been that 
many derbies over the 
\ years because the teams 
| have been in different 
f divisions, but I’m aware 
r of the history between 
' the two cities and the two 
clubs. 

“It’s an atmosphere I haven’t 
sampled but I’ve played in a couple and 
been to see some big derbies throughout 
the world and I’m looking forward to it. 

“Hopefully it will live up to the billing. 

“I’m preparing the players as best as I 
can for the game. A lot of the staff have 
been talking to me about it and I’ve had a 
lot of Pompey fans pulling me on the 
street and telling me how important it is. 

“It’s really crucial that you don’t get too 
hot under the collar because you want to 
keep your discipline right and keep 11 
players on the pitch.” 

Appleton has plenty of respect for 
Saints but believes his side can pull off a 
result. 

“They have got match winners in their 
side and that’s why they are top of the 
league,” he reflected. 

“There’s not a massive difference 
between a lot of teams in the 
Championship and that’s why they can 
go to Doncaster and lose because on 
any given day, any team can beat any 
other team in this division. 

“They have got people who can score 
goals and to get out of this division, you 
need to get the balance right of being 
organised and having match winners. 

“Look back at last season, QPR were 
probably no better in terms of their gen¬ 
eral play but they had people who could 
score goals and people who could 
defend the box at the other end of the 
pitch. 

“Southampton have got that balance 
right with their squad and that’s why they 
are top of the league and we have to be 
very cautious and deal with those 
threats.” 

Appleton is also aware of the threat 
posed by Rickie Lambert and added: “We 
want to stop balls into the box because 
he is very dangerous. 

“We’re aware that he likes to pull on to 
the full-backs where he usually has a 
height advantage, but we are aware that 
they have some talented players in the 
likes of Do Prado and Lallana. I could 
talk about their players all day but I don’t 
really want to. I’m aware of what we 
need to do to stop them from playing.”

“Saints look useful, but so 
did Blackpool,” said Peach, 
who famously helped 
Saints win the 1976 FA Cup.

they should be okay.

up, and I think they will. 

“The club, the ground, 
deserve Premiership foot¬ 
ball. 

“Saints aren’t top because 
they have been lucky, it’s 


because they’ve been play¬ 
ing well. 

“All the teams that are up 
the top - Middlesbrough, 
West Ham, Leeds - Saints 
have beaten well.” 


Peach admits that back in 
the 1970s the Saints players 
used to regularly mix with 
the fans in local pubs. 

As a result, they were left 
in no uncertain terms as to 
how important it was to 
beat Pompey. 

Though the current 
Saints squad are unlikely 
to rub shoulders with fans 
in the same way, Peach 
admits: “Without a doubt 
they will know how impor¬ 
tant it is to win this one. 

“I’m sure some 

Southampton fans would¬ 
n’t care if they didn’t win 
another game this season 
so long as they won this 
one! 

“The manager shouldn’t 
need to have to motivate 
his players this weekend. 

“I can’t remember too 
much about the games I 
played against Pompey, 
they’re a long time ago. 

“But they were always big 
games, with electric atmos¬ 
pheres. 

“Back then you could get 
30,000 in the Dell and the 
same with Fratton Park. 

“The derbies now proba¬ 
bly mean more now, 
though, because football is 
such massive business. 

“Everyone’s trying to get 
into the Premiership for 
the golden egg.”

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BELIEVE it or not, I could have 


played for and managed 
Pompey. 

It seems hard to comprehend now 
but I had a trial with Portsmouth as 
a 16-year-old and two decades 
later John Deacon, the former 
Pompey chairman, asked if I would 
be interested in managing the club. 

I heard no more after my trial 
game, Eddie Lever was the Pompey 
manager in those days but had gone 
when I next came across Pompey 
five years later. 

As a young Southampton player 
making my first south-coast 
derby appearance in August 1960,1 
soon knew what it meant to both 
sets of fans. 

I enjoyed my first taste of it. We 
were both in the old division two 
and it was our first league 
encounter for 33 years. We won 5-1 
against a team including the great 
Jimmy Dickinson. 

Jimmy and I had a lot in common, 
as Hampshire boys who played out 
our careers on the south coast. 

He was a legend in the autumn of 
his career when I was starting out, 
but we got on well. 

Jimmy was a real gentleman, a 
great servant to the game and to 
Portsmouth and fittingly he made 
his 750th Pompey appearance in the 
derby, during his final season five 
years later. 

It was January 1965 and to mark 
the occasion both teams welcomed 


him out with a guard of honour. 

We were going for promotion, 
they were bottom and we drew 2-2. 
But my main memory from that 
day is of the band playing For He’s 
A Jolly Good Fellow as Jimmy, who 
was 39 by then, came on to the 
pitch. 

I will also never forget having to 
go between the sticks in front of 
31,000 at Fratton Park on New 
Year’s Eve 1969, when Ron 
Reynolds burst a blood vessel in his 
throat after only 12 minutes! 
Fortunately I was hardly tested. 

Older fans will remember that 
many of the derbies featured run¬ 
ning battles between myself and a 
certain Roy Lunniss! 

Our confrontations were a leg¬ 
endary sub-plot to the south-coast 
derbies of the sixties. Roy was 
about 6ft 5in and we used to knock 
six bells of s**t out of each other! 

I remember one occasion when I 
went in really hard early on to get 
my retaliation in first and caught 
him on the thigh. 

Such was Roy's strength he lifted 
me up and I disappeared over the 
top of his head! 

Occasionally, on the eve of a game 
against Pompey, my phone would 


go and a voice would say “Roy 
Lunnis is going to get you tomor¬ 
row!” 

I’d reply “I know!” 

We had some great tussles, and 
they seemed to get more hostile 
each time we met. 

It was not just in domestic compe¬ 
tition that we played Pompey, but 
also in a number of testimonials. 

They included one for my fellow 
Saints winger John Sydenham in 
April 1970 and in 1972 for John 
Milkins, the long-serving goalkeep¬ 
er at Fratton Park. 

Fittingly, my last appearance for 
Saints was against Pompey in May 
1974, in a testimonial for Gordon 
Neave. 

Not long afterwards, I could have 
returned to Fratton Park as manag¬ 
er through my friendship with 
John Deacon, the former 
Portsmouth chairman. 

We first got to know each other 
through our interest in politics. I 
remember being on a station plat¬ 
form when John’s son told me his 
dad wanted to speak to me. As my 
train wasn’t due for a while I went 
out to see him in his Rolls Royce. 

I got in alongside him and he 
asked me about my politics and 


whether I would be interested in 
running with him in the local elec¬ 
tions for the Conservative Bargate 
ward. 

We both got voted in, but I expect¬ 
ed him to come out on top and get 
the three-year term. Instead I 
topped the poll so ended up doing 
three years as a Conservative coun¬ 
cillor! 

John went on to become Mayor of 
Southampton and also tried to get 
on the Saints board. 

But his face didn’t really fit at The 
Dell amongst the gentlemen of the 
old board. Deacon was a money 
man and took his cash to 
Portsmouth, where he became 
chairman in 1972. 

We always got on very well and 
one day he phoned me out of the 
blue and asked if I would be inter¬ 
ested in the Portsmouth job. 

It was 1974 and I had not been 
Hereford’s player-coach long. 

I told John how happy I was learn¬ 
ing the ropes under the then 
Hereford manager John Sillett. It 
was an eye-opener and we had a 
chance to get promotion at the time. 

After hearing how happy I was at 
Edgar Street, John left it there. 

The timing was wrong for me to 
go to Pompey, but had circum¬ 
stances been different, who knows 
what might have happened. 

I’m sure there would have been a 
backlash from Southampton fans 
had I taken John up on his offer!

Pompey legend Knight admits his big

THE imminent arrival of the south coast 
derby has fans from both sides of the 
football divide smacking their lips in rich 
anticipation. 

For Alan Knight, though, the occasion 
represents one of his greatest footballing 
regrets. 

The Pompey legend racked up 801 
appearances during his 22-year stay at 
Fratton Park. 

But, incredibly, the former keeper fea¬ 
tured in just four clashes with the Blues’ 
fiercest rivals. 

Such was the difference in league for¬ 
tunes between Pompey and Southampton 
that from April 1976 until December 2003 
there would be a mere four meetings 
between the two. 

Even then, two of those clashes came in 
the FA Cup. 

Knight appeared in all of them, tasting 
victory once - in addition to two defeats 
and one draw. 

It’s a lack of opportunity to regularly 
sample the unique derby occasion that he 
rues to this day. 

Knight would later serve as the Blues’ 
goalkeeping coach, witnessing the infa¬ 
mous Konstantinos Chalkias derby dis-

play of 2005 - as well as Lomana Lualua’s 
spectacular cameo in the same season. 

But how he would love to be donning 
the Pompey shirt in Sunday’s Fratton 
encounter.

“All the years I was a player at the club, 
which was quite a long time, I only 
played in four (derby) games.

Jimmy Case admits that 
younger players could be over¬ 
awed by the intensity of a 
Saints v Pompey derby. 

Thankfully, it wasn’t a problem 
he had when he played in both First 
Division derby games of the 1987/88 
season. 

Unsurprisingly, considering he 
had taken part in numerous 
Merseyside derbies while making 
his name as a tough-tackling mid¬ 
fielder in the 1970s at Liverpool! 

“The Saints v Pompey games were 
packed with tension, they mean so 
much to both clubs,” he said. 

“The pressure builds and they 
become so much more intense than 
just a normal game. 

“It can build up to become quite a 
big issue. 

“It can get to some of the younger 
players, but I never had that prob¬ 
lem. I wasn’t that bothered by it. 

“As a player, you know they are 
big games, the atmosphere tells you 
that. 

“I remember the atmosphere 
being electric. These are the games 
you want to win for the fans, you 
certainly don’t want to lose them.” 

Case knows the Merseyside der¬ 
bies he played in are slightly differ¬ 
ent to the Saints v Pompey encoun¬ 
ters. 

“Up there you get Liverpool and 
Everton fans in the same family, I 
can imagine that’s pretty rare down 
here.” 

Case hasn’t seen much of Saints 
this season due to his Radio 


Merseyside commitments. 

Case is employed as a summariser 
at all Liverpool’s home games, and 
the majority of the away ones. 

Even though it’s now 30 years 
since he left Anfield to join 
Brighton & Hove Albion - moving 
onto Saints in 1985 - he is still very 
fondly remembered on his native 
Merseyside. 

He’s been commentating on 
Liverpool games for around three 
years - a role he moved into after 
previously acting as a summariser 
for Saints’ official radio station 
before it was sold. 

Case, who won three European 


Cups during his glittering Anfield 
career, is currently writing his 
autobiography, which he hopes will 
be out next summer. 

“It’s got a bit of everything in,” he 
said. “How I started off in football, 
moving onto Brighton and 
Southampton, then my time at 
Wrexham and Halifax and back at 
Brighton as manager. 

“That was a tough time as the peo¬ 
ple there were hell-bent on selling 
the ground.” 

Asked for his main memories of 
his time at The Dell, Case said: “I 
enjoyed it all there. 

“There were some great young 


players coming through like Matt 
Le Tissier, Alan Shearer and Jason 
Dodd. 

“I was very much the old head, it 
was a joy to play for Southampton. 

“I’ve always enjoyed my football - 
be it at Liverpool, Southampton or 
Brighton, where I spent a few years 
and helped them reach the FA Cup 
final.” 

Case, meanwhile, was happy to 
see his former Anfield colleague 
Kenny Dalglish return as Reds 
manager last season after Roy 
Hodgson’s unhappy time in charge. 

“Liverpool are going through a 
transition and it will take a couple 
of years,” he said. 

“Some of the younger players, like 
Downing and Carroll, will take 
time to settle. Carroll’s only a 
young boy really. 

“I never thought Roy Hodgson 
was forceful enough to manage a 
club like Liverpool, there’s only so 
many people the fans will really 
accept - but Kenny is one of those. 

“It s a lot better now than what it 
has been. 

“I hope Southampton get back 
into the Premiership, but they will 
have to spend to try and stay up. 

“It’s a long process these days in 
terms of trying to establish your¬ 
selves in the top flight. 

“Clubs like West Brom have yo- 
yo’d up and down, but at least com¬ 
ing up gives you the financial 

S ower even if you go straight back 
own again. 

“Stoke have down ever so well, 
they are one of the clubs now you 
don’t expect to go down. 

“But they had to rely on their 
power and long throws when they 
first came up. 

“Now they have started to play 
more football, which is what you 
need to stand a chance of doing well 
in the Premiership.”

“It’s funny, I can’t remember every 
match I played for Portsmouth, but I 
remember all of those four games. 

“In fact, the 3-0 FA Cup defeat at 
The Dell in January 1996 was the 
worst I have felt after any match. 

“We got battered. Terry Fenwick 
was manager and he got the tactics 
wrong. He got everything wrong. 

“Afterwards, that’s the worst I’ve 
felt. I didn’t want to go out. 

“I went straight home and stayed 
there for a couple of days. People 
will tell you that’s not like me! 

“I was embarrassed about letting 
the supporters down, that’s the 
truth. It hit me very hard. 

“I don’t actually think Fen was 
that bad a manager. I just don’t 
think he understood the rivalry. He 
didn’t know what it was about. 

“He let Matt Le Tissier rip us apart 
that day - it was a very, very frustrat¬ 
ing game.” 

Knight’s first south coast derby 
would be a 1-0 Fratton Park defeat in 
January 1984.

FA Cup defeat make Knight wince 
even now. 

He added: “That was a strange 
signing - then he was thrown in at 
the deep end. It was a big mistake. 

“In fact, that was a career-ending 
performance. 

“Chalkias turned up on the 
Thursday or Friday morning for 
training and I didn’t know any¬ 
thing about him. 

“I thought I was on Candid 
Camera. Here was a keeper who 
could not use his feet and could not 
catch the ball. It was a bit surreal. 

“If it was not such an important 
game I would probably have laughed 
about it. 

“Sure, you can joke now, but at the 
time but it was not very funny.”

Hughie hopes Fratton

FORMER Saints star Hughie Fisher 
hopes the recent storms will not play 
too much a role in the south coast 
derby. 

The area was battered by high 
winds and driving rain earlier this 
week, and Fisher is keeping his fin¬ 
gers crossed that the Fratton Park 
pitch is in good condition. 

“Whenever I have seen Saints this 
season I have been impressed with 
their passing game,” said the 
Scotsman, who played in three 
Division 2 derby wins over Pompey in 
the mid-1970s. 

“Apart from the first half against 
Hull, they have been excellent this

games or so I’ve 
seen them at St 
Mary’s on a good 
surface.

We’ve reached that time of the year 
when booksellers’ shelves strain under 
the weight of festive titles, celebrity- 
endorsed cookery books, TV tie-ins and 
mountains of chicklit. 

Thankfully, there are also some excel¬ 
lent sports books. 

It’s taken seven years, but finally we 
have an authoritative biography of a 
football manager who many consider to 
rank among England’s greatest. 

Jonathan Wilson’s Brian Clough is a 
well-researched and thorough account 
of an extraordinary life. 

The underlying tale of how Clough 
directed both Derby County, and later 
Nottingham Forest, to unprecedented 
success by motivating and cajoling his 
players, many of whom were previously 
considered not good enough to capture 
honours, is supplemented with a series 
of anecdotes and memories of those 
who knew him well. 

This is not simply a book for Rams or 
Forest fans either. Perfect Boxing Day 
material. 

The Ghost Runner by Bill Jones is an 
extraordinary tale of John Tarrant, a 
man banned from athletics for life in the 
1950s for breaching a strict amateur 
code. 

Tarrant admitted receiving £17 as a 
teenage boxer which resulted in him 
losing his amateur sporting status, 
although this did not prevent him from 
running marathons unofficially. 

Fie would often start races in an over¬ 
coat and discard it to reveal a strip with 
no number. 

Tarrant, raised in a tough children’s 
home, went on to set a series of world 
records over 40 miles and 100 miles, 
but died of cancer aged just 42 without 
receiving the recognition he deserved. 

A fantastic read. 

As we go to press, Spurs are 25/1 to 
be crowned Premier League champions 
next May, odds which, four months 
ago, were quoted in three figures. 

By harvesting Tottenham’s not insub¬ 
stantial resources, Harry Redknapp has 
created perhaps England’s most attrac¬ 
tive football team, but it could all be a 
bit much for John Crace, author of 
Vertigo, who is used to his Tottenham 
team stumbling well before the finishing 
line. 

For four decades, Crace witnessed a 
succession of false dawns and broken 
promises at White Hart Lane that would 
test the loyalty of any fan, but infidelity 
was not an option. 

His love for Spurs was a constant. 

Then Harry arrived, Tottenham sud¬ 
denly started playing like a top team 
and Crace’s world was turned upside 
down. 

A very funny book.

IT’S sad, but it should be 
a success. 

That’s the view of Saints 
Trust chairman Nick 
Illingsworth on Hampshire 
Police’s controversial ‘bub¬ 
ble’ being used for the first 
time on the south coast this 
weekend. 

Every Saints fan attending 
the derby at Fratton Park 
are being ferried to the 
ground in a fleet of buses, 
which are leaving St Mary’s 
at 11am. 

After the game, the sup¬ 
porters will be herded 
back onto the buses and 
taken back to 
Southampton, again 
with a heavy police 
escort. 

The reasons behind 
the drastic action are 
simple - the police have 
no wish to see any more 
scenes like the ones which 
greeted Saints’ previous 
derby games at Fratton 
Park. 

Though never before used 
in Hampshire, fans of 
Cardiff, Swansea and Bristol 
City have been subject to 
‘bubble’ restrictions before. 

Illingsworth, pictured 
above, said: “It’s sad for foot¬ 
ball that it has to happen, 
but I don’t think the police 
had any real choice. 

“Speaking as someone who 
went to the last two derbies 
at Fratton Park on the train, 
there was no way you could 
carry on like that. 

“In a way, there’s always 
been a ‘bubble’ for Saints 
fans there. 

“You could either be in the 
train ‘bubble’ or the coach 
‘bubble’, so from the police’s 
point of view it is much easi¬ 
er - and no doubt cheaper - 
to have one bubble rather 
than two of them. 

“I don’t think the police 
had any choice with this. 

“You have got to look at 
what’s happened before. 

“Twice we got off the train 
at Fratton station to be herd¬ 
ed straight away into a 
police corral. 

“It’s taken about an hour 
to get into the ground, after 
what should be a straight 
forward 10-minute walk 
from the station. 

“Both times we arrived 
after the game had kicked 
off, so that’s caused people 
to be het up, and both times 
we saw lots of public disor¬ 
der from Pompey fans. 

“It’s been the same after 
the game on the way back to 
the station. 

“Going to Pompey on the 
train has been quite an 
unpleasant experience. 

“If anyone says to me 
about their human rights 
being infringed by going to 
Pompey on a coach ‘bubble’, 
I would ask them to consider 
how long it would take their 
human rights to be infringed 
via a punch in the mouth if

they got off the train at 
Fratton station wearing a 
Saints shirt with no police 
around! 

“For 20 or 30 years it’s 
been going on like this, 
that’s why this drastic 
action has had to be taken. 

“It’s unfortunate, but 
that’s the way it’s got to be, 
it’s a sign of the times. 

“You’ve got to remember 
that Saints fans have never 
been able to get off the train 
at Fratton and go and have a 
drink or two in a local pub 
wearing their colours. 

“It’s not down to any prob¬ 
lems we’ve had in 
Southampton, but the prob¬ 
lems we’ve had in 


Portsmouth. 

“There’s not been the 
widespread disorder up 
here. 

“My main concern is what 
arrangements have been 
made for the 2,500 Saints 
fans. 

“We’re all getting on a 
coach at 11am, taken to the 
ground, put back on a coach 
afterwards, and we probably 
won’t get back to 
Southampton until half past 
three. 

“If this game was at St 
Mary’s there wouldn’t be 
these issues - our away con¬ 
courses are all covered, 
there’s adequate toilet and 
food facilities, plus tv 


screens as well. 

“The last time I went to 
Fratton Park there was just 
a small food kiosk and a toi¬ 
let which only about eight 
people could fit in at once. 

“Also, you’re going to have 
2,500 Saints fans all arriving 
at once. 

“The last time I was there, 
everyone who’d gone on the 
train arrived late and they 
only had a few turnstiles 
open. 

“I hope they’ve thought all 
this through properly. 

“I can’t imagine we will be 
leaving quickly after the 
game - I’d have thought 
we’d be kept behind for 
quite a while.” 


Illingsworth added: 

“Things haven’t changed in 
years. 

“I remember back in 1987 
there was a lot of trouble. 

“It was even worse in the 
FA Cup there in 1984. 

“That was utter chaos - 
there were 36,000 people 
there and we had 12,000 tick¬ 
ets. 

“You just could not police 
those sort of numbers, and 
there was fighting every¬ 
where afterwards. 

“I’ve spoken to people who 
remember there was trouble 
when Saints went to 
Pompey in the mid 1960s. 

“There was also trouble at 
John Sydenham’s testimoni¬ 
al in 1970. 

“Obviously the rivalry 
between the two cities goes 
beyond football, but it’s 
always been there. 

“You don’t really get the 
two sets of fans socialising 
together in places, like you 
would do in Liverpool, 
Manchester or Glasgow to a 
degree.” 

Illingsworth summed up: 
“I can’t see the bubble being 
anything other than a suc¬ 
cess, if you put it up against 
what has gone before five 
years ago, 25 years ago or 35 
years ago. 

“Success should be very 
easy to achieve in it.”

WE will not be intimidat¬ 
ed - that was Adam 
Lallana’s warning to 
Pompey fans ahead of 
the trip to Fratton Park. 

None of the Saints squad 
have ever experienced a 
south coast derby in 
Portsmouth, and they are 
set to be in for a hostile 
reception when they make 
the trip along the M27. 

But Lallana has insisted 
that the players will not let 
the crowd affect them. 

“The atmosphere will be 
great but we are used to 
playing in front of crowds of 
around 32,000 at St Mary’s 
so we will not be intimidat¬ 
ed,” he said. “We have to 
make sure we rise to the 
occasion.” 

The 23-year-old midfielder 
came through the academy 
ranks at Saints and is aware 
perhaps more than anyone 
else in the squad just how 
important this match is to 
the supporters.“This is a 
massive game for us and for 
the fans,” he said. 

“They have been on at me 
and the other players to 
make sure we win. All they 


want is for us to beat 
Pompey. This is a chance for 
us to put our name down on 
a bit of local history but as 
long as it results in three 
points, we will take it. 


“We made a fantastic start 
to the season but have stut¬ 
tered a little of late. 

“But in the Championship 
you are bound to have your 
ups and downs and the way 


we came back and scored in 
the second minute of time 
added on against Blackpool 
shows the great character 
we have. 

“Our away form has not 


been brilliant but all known 
form goes out of the window. 

“It is going to be a battle 
and it is who performs best 
on the day. 

“If you are not looking for¬ 
ward to Sunday, you should 
not be playing.” 

A lot of attention in the 
build-up to the match will be 
paid to the Championship’s 
top scorer, Rickie Lambert. 

And Lallana believes the 
16-goal striker will prove a 
serious handful for the 
Pompey defence. 

“Rickie Lambert is an 
unbelievable target man, 
but he can play as well,” 
said Lallana, who himself 
has seven goals this term.

1960/61 

Cliff leads 
the way 

SAINTS 5 POMPEY 1 

SAINTS had been under a great 
cloud cast by Pompey’s great 
post-war teams, but they were 
very much in the ascendancy 
when the clubs met for the first 
time in 33 years. 

The Dell staged the long-awaited 
league reunion, a Division 2 match 
in front of a big 28,000 crowd 
which Saints won 5-1 on August 
27, 1960. 

It was only the third 
match of the 1960/61 
campaign yet 
Pompey already 
wore the look of a 
side destined for a 
troubled campaign. 

Indeed, at the end of 
it they finished second from bot¬ 
tom ahead of only Lincoln and 
were relegated. 

Saints, the previous season’s 
Division 3 champions, came out of 
the traps like greyhounds, inspired 
by captain Cliff Huxford, above, 
who led by example and opened 
the scoring with a superb 25-yard 
drive. 

As a contest, it was all over by 
half-time with Saints 4-0 up. 

Terry Paine and Tommy Mulgrew 
fired home before George O’Brien 
tucked away a penalty. 

After Ron Newman replied, 

Saints completed their nap hand 
when Pompey defender Jimmy 
Dickinson put through his own 
goal.

THERE has been some interesting feedback over the past \ 
following the performance of Bartosz Bialkowski against 
Blackpool. 

It would take a very hard person not to feel some sympathy with 
him for what was a torrid afternoon at St Mary’s. 

He never looked even remotely comfortable or confident from 
the start and the conceding of a truly awful goal was the culmina¬ 
tion of all that. 

For a journalist covering the team regularly, it puts you in a 
tough position. 

You get no joy from criticising, and always strive not to point 
the finger at individuals. 

But when somebody plays so badly, and makes such an impor¬ 
tant mistake, you have to be honest. 

It goes to show what a fine line it is that since Monday’s Echo 
was published there have been e-mails into the office saying the 
treatment of Bialkowski, left, was both too kind and too harsh. 

Some people have argued that nothing should be said or done 
to dent his confidence yet further. 

Others argue that this guy has been paid hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds to be ready for this game and should, therefore, 
take the blame on the chin. 

Perhaps, on reflection, the best thing anybody can do is actually 
take a look at the reasons why it happened. 

It’s certainly something that Adam Rant intends to do in more 
depth once the small matter of this weekend’s all consuming fix¬ 
ture has passed. 

Bialkowski did not seem adequately prepared for the game. 
Whether that is a lack of matches, and, if so, whether that 
has been caused by the scrapping of the reserve team - an 
idea that always looked deeply flawed - has to be examined. 

' ' Whether Bialkowski has got the right training, both physically 
j * and mentally, which is just as important in the world of a goal¬ 
keeper, needs also to be assessed. 

If no lessons can be learned from those things, then the harsh 
truth might be that he’s just not up to the job he is being paid 
very handsomely for. 

You wouldn’t want that to be true. 

Saints need to work out what went wrong and be quite honest 
and open about it, because otherwise Bialkowski is only going to 
be under even more pressure when he next plays. 

To try and ignore it ever happened, will do him no favours in the 
long run. 


have offered most fans the chance 
of scraping into sixth place on the 
final day of the campaign, most 
would have bitten your hand off. 

That would have been considered 
a brilliant season. 

But, because of the run they have 
subsequently put together, there is 
now a mindset at the club that any¬ 
thing less than automatic promo¬ 
tion is some kind of failure.

WHEN Matt Tubbs discovered 
Cherries had tabled a failed bid for 
him, he could have been forgiven 
for affording himself a wry smile. 

Lee Bradbury’s search for a striker 
prompted the Cherries boss to offer 
Crawley Town £200,000 for Tubbs’s ser¬ 
vices in August. 

On no fewer than two previous occa¬ 
sions, the Verwood-raised hitman had 
been unceremoniously dumped by the 
Dean Court outfit. 

As it transpired, Bradbury eventually 
swooped for Tubbs’s teammate Wes 
Thomas who has been a roaring suc¬ 
cess for Cherries. 

Sacked 

Tubbs, who played his youth football 
for Rossgarth, was twice on Cherries’ 
books as a teenager before Jimmy 
Quinn signed him on loan from 
Salisbury in November 2008. He made 
eight appearances for Cherries and net¬ 
ted in a 3-3 draw at Luton before his 
world was turned upside-down on New 
Year’s Eve three years ago. 

“I spoke to Jimmy during the day and 
he said the club wanted to sign me per¬ 
manently,” recalled Tubbs. “I was 
delighted. Then, in the evening, I found 


out via a text from a friend that Jimmy 
had been sacked. I didn’t hear anything 
from anybody at Bournemouth. 

“The next day, I went back to 
Salisbury and played against Oxford 
United. It was unfortunate how it hap¬ 
pened but I dusted myself down and 
picked myself up.” 

Crawley stumped up a then club 
record fee of £70,000 to sign Tubbs in 
July 2010, which proved money well 
spent as he went on to notch 40 goals as 
the Red Devils won promotion to the 
Football League. 

“When the new people took over at 
Bournemouth, they obviously didn’t 
fancy me,” said Tubbs, who was reject¬ 
ed by Eddie Howe, another of 
Verwood’s favourite sons. “Stepping 
into League Two has given me a great 
chance to prove those people wrong. 

“Considering we came up from the 
Conference and didn’t really know 
what to expect, things have gone well 
so far this season. I have scored 14 goals 
and would hope to be towards the top of 
the charts come the end of the season, 
providing I stay fit.” 

A stunning 30-yard strike from Tubbs 
capped Crawley’s 3-0 win over Burton 
Albion on Saturday as the Sussex outfit 
reclaimed pole position in League Two. 

Back in Dorset, a handful of Tubbs’s 
old school friends were helping 


Verwood Town climb to the top of 
Wessex One thanks to a 1-0 win over 
Fleet Spurs. 

“I try to watch them as often as I can,” 
said Tubbs, who, like Wolves defender 
Jody Craddock, was schooled at 
Ferndown Upper. “I know a lot of the 
lads and James Murray, Charlie 
Elysee, Chris Lynch, Mike Haskell and 
Luke Homer are some of my best 
mates. 

Team spirit 

“I speak to the boys all the time and I 
know they have been having a really 
good season. When I was a kid, I used to 
watch them home and away. Me and 
my brother used to join in training and 
were like the mascots! 

“My dad played for them and he 
played with Adie Arnold who is the 
manager. Adie was a great player then 
and still is. 

“They are not the biggest club in the 
world by any means so to take them to 
the top of the league midway through 
the season is a great achievement. 

“Full credit to Adie because he is obvi¬ 
ously doing something right. I know 
they have got a really good team spirit 
and nights out are compulsory! Team 
spirit goes a long way in football at any 
level.”

HAMPSHIRE star Simon

Those are the remarkable 
views of ex-Aussie coach Bob 
Simpson in the wake of 
Australia’s shock home loss 
to New Zealand earlier this 
week at Hobart. 

Simpson believes Katich, 36 - 
preparing to return to The 
Rose Bowl for a fourth 
Hampshire stint in 2012 - 
should be recalled before the 
four-Test 
series 
against 
India 
starts on 
Boxing 
Day. 

Simpson 
has been 
a pivotal 
figure in 
Katich’s 
life, help¬ 
ing him 
rebuild 
his game 
when he 
was first 
dumped 
from the 
team in 
2005 
before 
lending 
him his 
support 
when he was overlooked for a 
Cricket Australia contract this 
year. 

“I would have had him 
(Katich) captain,” Simpson 
said. 

“The stage we’re in you need 
someone like Simon around 
who has got the respect of all 
the players to do the job. 

“I have been helping Simon 
over the years and some peo¬ 
ple might suggest I’m a bit 
biased but that’s not what it’s 
all about - it’s about getting 
the right person for the job. 
“The big problem of having 
too many youngsters in the 
side is you haven’t got a fall¬ 
back situation. You always 
need the hardheads around 
to steer the ship.” 

Fomer captain Ricky Ponting 
has come under fire in the 
Aussie media, after making 
16 and five in the Hobart loss 
to New Zealand, while opener 
Phil Hughes, a former 
Hampshire batsman, scored 
just 41 runs in four innings 
against New Zealand in the 
series which was drawn 1-1. 
Mike Hussey, who scored 
eight and a duck in Hobart, is 
another under pressure to 
produce against India. 


SHANE Warne is not the 
only high profile former 
Australian Test star 
coming out of retire¬ 
ment to feature in the 
new-look Big Bash t20 
series.

The Pakistan international 
helped the Royals reach last sea¬ 
son’s 2011 t20 Finals Day at 
Edgbaston. 

Though well known for his big- 
hitting, it was with the ball that 
Afridi mainly contributed. 

He took 17 wickets in just nine 
matches. 

Only five bowlers have ever 
taken more t20 wickets than 
Afridi, who has 121 victims, 
while he is top of the interna¬ 
tional t20 wicket-taking list with 
54. 

Now Afridi is looking forward 
to boosting that tally in his spell 
with the Melbourne Renegades. 

Though it’s the Melbourne 
Stars who have garnered most 


of the pre-tournament publicity 
with their capture of Shane 
Warne, the Renegades are hope¬ 
ful Afridi can have more of an 
impact. 

Afridi - who is returning to 
The Rose Bowl for a second t20 
spell in 2012 - is taking the tour¬ 
nament very seriously because 
he had sacrificed his off season 
to play in it, though no doubt he 
is being paid well to compete. 

“My commitment with the Big 
Bash holds a lot of importance 
because it was an off season for 
me,” he said. 

“It will not only help me main¬ 
tain momentum but also give 
me good preparation consider¬ 
ing the tough conditions and 
strong opponents in Australia.” 

Afridi, pictured, goes into the 
tournament on the back of an 
impressive year with the ball in 


which he has taken 45 wickets in 
27 one day internationals at 
20.82, with four five-wicket 
hauls. 

He struggled with the bat dur¬ 
ing the 2011 World Cup but got 
his highest score of the year, 75, 
in the third ODI of Pakistan’s 
recent series against Sri Lanka 
in the UAE. 

He expects his leg-spin to be 
effective on Australian pitches 
but hopes to also contribute 
with the bat. 

“Leg-spinners can achieve a 
lot in Australian conditions and 
I am looking forward to con¬ 
tributing with my bowling,” he 
said. 

“I’ve been satisfied with my 
bowling performance but there 
is need for improvement in my 
batting. I am looking to play 
some good innings.”

SIMON Katich has conceded 
his Test career is probably 
finished and cannot say if he 
will ever have a friendship 
with Test skipper Michael 
Clarke. 

In his first interview since 
being reprimanded by Cricket 
Australia for suggesting 
Clarke was responsible for 
him not being given a central 
contract this year, Katich, 
pictured, hinted that any 
hope of reconciliation 
between the two former 
Hampshire batsmen would 
rest with Clarke. Asked if he 
could ever have a strong 
relationship with Clarke, 
Katich said: “I guess, down 
the track, hopefully. 

“I think it was all sorted out 
after the incident [when 
Katich grabbed Clarke by the 
throat in the SCG dressing 
room in 2008] and we were 
able to

together 
in the 
same 
team for 
a couple 
of years 
... I can’t

Despite being the best per¬

“Where I am at is trying to 
score as many runs and take 
as many wickets as I can for 
NSW,” he said. 

“I pretty much know they’ve 
made their decision, there is 
nothing much else that has 
happened. 

“No matter what level you’re 
playing at, you want to play 
at the highest level. “I want¬ 
ed to play as much Test 
cricket as I possibly could, 
and that is why I was bitterly 
disappointed (at losing my 
contract). 

“I have moved on.” 

Katich wants to put behind 
him the enormous drama cre¬ 
ated by his comments on 
Clarke. 

“I gave my opinion, simple as 
that, that is how I was feeling 
at that point in time,” he 
said. All I was doing at the 
time was answering a ques¬ 
tion. Hopefully that has been 
sorted with the commission¬ 
er’s decision [of an official 
reprimand] and I am looking 
forward.”
